T he annual y recurring commence­ 
ment exercises of our public 
schools 
never cease to enlist the active inter­ 
est of our people. It n of special inte r­ 
est perhaps to too relatives ana p r- 
-onal frieud s of the class whoso m em ­ 
bers are about to close their public 
school woric and many of them enter 
broad er field s of culture or of labor. 
But it is of interest also to the pupils 
who are looking forward to their own 
grad uation in swiftly coming years. It 
is of interest, too. to those whose head s 
are wearing a silvery crown, to whom 
it recalls their own school d aj s. iu the 
old log school house with its open fire­ 
place and rough hewn benches, long 
before the d ays of grad ed schools and 
commencement exercises. 
In nothing 
perhaps has the progress of the race 
been more clearly d efined than in the 
method s of ed ucation; and yet, “ in the 
d ays of auld lang sine,” witnout the 
ad vatages of mod ern ed ucational a p­ 
pliances, the old schoolmaster d id suc­ 
ceed in instilling into youthful mind s 
and hearts those elements which d e 
veloped into the sturd y traits of c ha r ­ 
acter which won re sp.c t end should be 
the emulation of the present gene ra­ 
tion and the aim of ail true ed uca­ 
tion. 
T he 
commencement 
exercises 
of 
the* 
South 
Sid e 
high 
school 
which 
took 
place 
in 
the 
opera 
house 
on 
Frid ay 
evening, 
vo-re 
enjoyed by a large and appreciative 
aud ience. 
Since so many of the im ­ 
portant historic events of this nation 
have bean connected with the number 
thirteen and with the sixth d ay of tho 
week, thirteen and Frid ay are no long­ 
er consid ered “ unlucky,” and when a 
class of thirteen members grad uates on 
Frid ay evening it may be consid ered 
d oubly propitious, and were we pe r m it­ 
ted to look forward with prophetic eye, 
we have no d oubt we should see an 
abund ance of good fortune attend ing 
each member of the class. 
W ithout attem pt at elaborate d ecor­ 
ation the stage was mad e to look quite 
cozy and pretty by a jud icious and 
tasteful 
arra nge m e nt of 
rugs 
and 
stand s and rattan easy chairs, with 
feathery ferns and broad ly branching 
palms. 
Below the foot-lights were 
neatly 
d raped 
in 
graceful 
fold s 
our national colors, while the best of 
the scenic pieces, the tripple arch, 
formed the background , the arches 
curtained with the 
class 
colors of 
b right orange and opaline blue. 
As the stirring tones of an overture 
sound ed from Prof. Smith's excellent 
orchestra, the participants in the exe r­ 
cises filed through the arches at the 
back and took their seats, the class in 
a semi circle llankod by S upe rinte n­ 
d ent Groves to the left and Principal 
Bullard to the right, while a little to 
the re a r and on one sid e sat the High 
School teachers and on the other Rev- 
erend s Cryor and Spencer. 
Several things were noticed d uring 
the evening which tend ed to ind icate 
tha t the class was not there for spec­ 
tacular effect, and which, while some­ 
w hat of an innovation on past customs, 
| showed practical sense. 
First, while 
the young lad ies were elegantly and 
very tastefully costumed , they were 
unencumbered 
with 
huge 
boquets, 
their corsages even hearing 
do “ floral 
d ecorations.” 
Then, too, the usual 
stereotyped “ salutatory” and “ valed ic­ 
tory” were omitted from the program. 
This, the closing year of the century, 
suggested an id ea with regard to 
the 
program not oaly 
peculiarly appro­ 
priate, but a gre at improvement on the 
usual commencement program. W here 
the class is large and the papers and 
ad d resses necessarily brief, they are 
j apt to be ~>omewhat superficial and 
Stretchy. 
T he hackneyed themes tha t 
| are usually chosen ad mit of little if 
| any originality of tre a tm e nt and be- 
| come very monotonous. 
All this was 
avoid ed in this case by chosing as a 
! general theme, “ T he Achlevments of 
j the Nineteenth C entury.” 
This a d ­ 
mitted of m any subd ivisions, and thus 
| while preserving a continuity of sub- 
i pc t , und er the various sub-d ivisions 
: gave opportunity for a pleasing variety 
| and giving the whole, at the close, the 
¡effect of a fin shed ad d ress, with m u­ 
sical interlud es. 
Another thing conspicuous in the ex- 
| erclses was the uniform 
excellence 
j with which each m em ber of the cla.*s 
I performed his or her part, both in the 
m anner of tre a tm e nt and in the d eliv- 
! er\ of the papers. 
The voices of the 
I pupils were ail clear and d istinct;thero 
I wan none of the painful aelf-conscious- 
j ness which comes on the one hand from 
! self-importance or on the other from 
| embarassment; but there wa- an easy 
I grace combined with an absence of 
any attem pt at d isplay and the enter- 
! talnm ent was brought to a close at a 
I reasonably early hour. 
A t the conclusion of the opening 
I overture, Rev. S. S. Cryor, D. D. offer- 
| ed an impressive invocation in which 
| he asked Goa's blessing and protection 
| on our common school system, and His 
| guid ance and care for the members of 
J the gra d uating cla-s. 
Then followed 
j the essays and ad d resses of which wo 
can ind ivid ually m ake but brief m en­ 
tion 


W h i l e music is ODe of the earliest of 
the arts and find s its place among 
a ll 
people, it remains t > the present cen­ 
tury to m a r s its most rapid d evelop­ 
ment through the perfection of m usi­ 
cal 
instruments. 
The glory of its 
growth, especially in our own country, 
was presented in a smoothly written 
and appreciative essay by Miss Ethel 
Kay. 
Of the sciences, med icine and sur­ 
gery have mad e the most marked a d ­ 
vance. 
When we contrast, as d id 
H a rry 
Rosbrook in 
his essay, the 
crud e method s of one hund red years 
ago and the almost entire absence of 
surgery with the present means for 
the relief of misery and suffering as 
d eveloped by the gre at physicians and 
surgeons and mad e general through 
the 
numerous med ical publications, 
schools and libraries we marvel at the 
ignorance of the ages tha t have passed . 
Miss M ary C rab tre e presented the 
subject of “ Dress” and its 11 .ctuating 
styles. 
T hrough tho d evelopment of 
the machinery which supplies us with 
such a variety of fabrics at a reason­ 
able price the art of d ressing has be­ 
come a fine art, and while many a b ­ 
surd mod es have been in vogue d uring 
the past century, this seems to be an 
age of comfort, utility and beauty in 
d rees. 
Following this essay Miss Lorna De­ 
ment sang a sweet love serenad e. 
She 
has a beautiful voice and was heartily 
applaud ed . 
H a rry Clayton, in his oration on 
“ Polities’’, said thaï 
man has ever 
striven for a form of government which 
would give him the greatest ad vance­ 
ment. 
Our present form of govern­ 
ment, the highest vet attained , is an 
outgrowth of this century.

T he cond ition of 
the world at the close of the next cen­ 
tury would be impossible to conjecture. 
Clarence Preston brought up the

. consid er what this century has wit­ 
nessed in their d evelopment we can but 
see the end of war or the utter d estruc­ 
tion of nation*.

Th - rapid d e ­ 
velopment of printing m achinery now 
send s the newspaper to every home 
and mould s the thought of the people 
while It instructs them regard ing their 
d uty to the government and their fel­ 
low men, as well a- record ing the cur­ 
rent history of the wor d . 
W hile every es jay was full of merit.

Balls hewn out of 
stone were rolled by genuine Indian 
mu self. 
In fact, there is scarcely a 
, popular kind of game played in this

country to-day but that its counterpart 
A 
, can be found in the age of the red 
ogi-gallon b- man. 
They were gamblers, too, ev en 
| to forfeiting the clothes upon their 
i backs, their wiv es or their liberty. 
Btrange to say. the av erage school his- 
; tory has abounded in a description of 
the Indian in nearly ev ery point ex- 
| cept 
the 
details of the games 
he 
played. 
Relics of the Indian bowling alley 
are rare except in a few sections of 
this country, thus showing that the 
game was not a univ ersal one, and of 
all the games which the Indian played 
bowling is undoubtedly the most re­ 
mote. 
The W estern Reserv e of Ohio 
was one of the centers for the Indian 
parts of Ashta­ 
bula county some of the older resi­ 
dents 
hav e 
these relics 
preserv ed, 
which they hav e picked up themselv es 
in their early farming, usually in the 
open field. 
The balls used, instead 
of 
being 
large wooden ones, like those in use 
to-day, were 
made 
of 
light-colored 
stone, and range in size from an or­ 
dinary league ball down to the com­ 
mon small toy rubber ball. 
The al­ 
leys were built of wood, carv ed out 
to make a reasonably smooth surface. 
The game was more to see how far 
one could roll rather than accuracy 
in striking the ten pins at the opposite 
end of the alley. The alleys were built 
so long th at it is alleged it was a hard 
m atter to roll one of these stone halls 
so that it would reach the end. 
The 
Indians, too kept a score, and, like in 
all other games, they gambled. 
The Indians were inv eterate 
ball 
players and excellent “ rooters.” Their 
game lasted usually from 9 o’clock in 
the morning till sundown. 
It 
was 
participated in by from 100 to 1.000 
young men, div ided into two sides, 
and the games were witnessed by from 
3,000 to 5.000 men, women and chil­ 
dren, who formed an immense ring 
around the entire field. 
The enthusi­ 
astic Indian yells were not altogether 
unlike the noises of the modern ball 
park. 
The game, howev er, resembled our 
football rather than baseball. 
W hen 
the ball was in the air there were 
kicks and struggles, maimed limbs and 
bruised bodies. 
A prescribed line di­ 
v ided the “ rooters” of the two sides, 
and across this line the gambling took 
place. 
Old men were selected as u m ­ 
pires. 
W omen on both sides brought 
the crude household good®, of the fa m ­ 
ily to the ball park to be staked on 
the game. 
Stakeholders guarded the 
goods. 
The scene resembled two dis­ 
tinct camps, although there was not 
necessarily more than one tribe en- 
gaged in the game. 
Prior to rlie game each Indian was 
prov ided with two instruments which 
resembled our tennis rackets of to­ 
day. 
The judges threw the ball in the 
air, and immediately hundreds of In­ 
dians started after it. 
One finally suc­ 
ceeded in catching it between the large 
ends 
of the 
two 
“tennis 
rackets,” 
and threw it “ home,” or between two 
poles, the limit of one side yr the oth­ 
er. 
This would count one point to­ 
ward the game, and the side getting 100

Statisticians in tin* Treasury Depart 
ment of the French gov ernment re­ 
cently undertook the considerable task 
of compiling the best Information on 
this subject, and tie* figures they hav e 
reached are probably as accurate a; 
any that hav e yet been published. 
Most of the gold used in the arts i.*- 
for ornamentation, though it is also 
employed to a largo extent 
for the* 
most practical purposes, as in 
d e n tist­ 
ry. 
It is doubtful if ev en jewelry con­ 
sumes a larger quantity of gold than 
some other ways in which It is used. 
The consumption for gilding alone is 
v ery large. 
'I ll** films of gold leaf are 
v ery thin, but enormous numbers of 
them are applied to a considerable v a 
riety of manufactures, such as sign.*, 
jewelry, books, frames, furniture, pot 
tery and other articles, and the aggre­ 
gate v alue of the gold hus used is v ery 
large.
